i* Attached for your information is a copy of Senator 
Denton's 18 July letter £e subject, asking for C TA to nrnviHg. 
a witness on September 13. You informed me that 


sits as a member of the Inter-Agency Task Force on Olympic 
Security, chaired by an FBI representative. 

2. After speaking with you, I spoke with staffer Bert 
Milling who, notwithstanding my explanation of our support 
role re Olympic security, continued to insist that CIA 
provide a witness. Mr. Milling explained that Senator Denton 
wants to be assured that a threat assessment mechanism is in 
place and is workable. According to Mr. Milling, the Senator 
considers our intelligence apparatus as being a key element 
in the threat assessment process. He, therefore, wants a CIA 
witness who can explain the workings of that apparatus in 
terms of how information gathered in the field concerning an 
alleged threat to Olympic participants will be handled so 
that it is transmitted expeditiously to the people in 
Los Angeles^.who need to know and act on it. I explained to 
Mr. Milling that we might be able to do that prior to the 
hearings in a private briefing to the Senator instead of 
providing a witness on the 13th. Notwithstanding this offer, 
Mr* Milling continued to insist on Agency p articipation on 
the 13th. I would appreciate your alertind pe this 


matter and notifying me of the DDO position concerning the 
request.
